"It came about in rather a strange wa;

world. I was nurse in the Russo-Turkis 
war in 1877-78, and one day at Sistova Isav 
two lepers for the first time in my life. Th 
sight of the disease was so loathsome, s 
altogether appalling, and the suffering o 
the poor men was so beyond anything tha 
I had ever seen, that there and then I vow 
ed to devote my whole life and strength t 
lepers if ever the opportunity was give 
to me. 


"And from that day forth 1 have waite 


for the opportunity to fulfill the vow 
made at the sight of the two Bulgaria 
lepers. The time was not yet for man 
years. Several of my sisters were livinj 
They were very much opposed to my plan 
but they have all died of consumption, on 
after the other, and now there is no longe 
any obstacle in my way," except one, whic 
may at the last moment compel me togiv 
up my plan."

"And what did you do while waiting al 


these ycarsP" 


"I first became deputy superintenden 


of the Woolton Convalescent home, Liver 
pool, Eng., where I remained for abou 
four and a half years. After a rest I wen 
out to New Zealand, where my last siste 
was dying of consumption. A week afte 
I arrived she died, and I accepted the plac* 
as lady superintendent at the Wellington 
hospital. Then I heard of the miners in 
the South island, many of whom live sev 
eral days' journey away from any plac 
where they can get medical assistance in 
cases of accident. You can imagine wha 
a man's sufferings must be if ho breaks o 
injures a limb and has to remain nnat 
tended to for days and days till a doctor i 
brought to him, or till he is taken a long 
journey to where the nearest medical mat 
lives. 
In order to enable them to hel] 


themselves and each other till medical as 
si.stan.ce can be obtained, 1 went among thi 
mines all over the island and gave ambu 
lance lectures. It was a strange experience 
Sometimes I had to travel four or five days 
to get to them; then I gave my lecture, sa 
with them by their camp flre, slept in 
tent which they had specially put up for 
me, and rode off again next day to another 
place. 


"On these tours I saw a good deal of lep- 


rosy among the Maoris, and a few months 
»go I carne home to England, thinking to 
go to Molokai and there make further 
studies of the disease. 


"I should tell you that my final object 


has always been, and still is, to study lep 
rosy and its various treatments as thor 
oughly as possible, and then to go to India 
to organize the cure of lepers who in many 
cases are terribly neglected. 
Soon aftel 


reaching London I went to the Hawaiian 
consul, Bond street, to see what assistance 
he could give me, but he informed me at 
once that only Roman Catholics could be 
received at Molokai. That, of course, pul 
an end to it, as I belong to the Church o] 
England, and onco more my hopes seemec 
to be baffled. 


"At the first March drawing room this 


spring. I was presented to the queen, and 
hr«e days alter the Princess of Wales, 
whom some of my friends had told of my 
intentions, telegraphed, asking me to come 
and see her at Marlborough house.

jet all information I can, and take what 
lotes and photographs I like about lep- 
osy. Every official is bound to give me 
all possible assistance, and as in some parts 
f Russia leprosy is v«ry prevalent, indeed, 
am convinced that I could obtain infor- 
ion of priceless value. 
"But the empress has done more than 
hat. I don't speak Russian, and that 
rronld have been an obstacle. Therefore 
)r. Duncan the chief medical officer at St. 
3etersburg, is to accompany me on the 
whole tour, the Russian government pay- 
ng all his expenses. At Riga Dr. Duncan 
s to meet me, then we go on to Moscow 
nd Central Russia, to Siberia, and finally 
across the Caucasus to Tittis, Baku, 
whence, after crossing the Caspian, we 
take train to Samarkand and enter Trans- 
aspia, Central Asia."—Pall Mall Gazette.

A Marvelous Rifle. 


Another repenting rifle is that invente 


by a Corbican, M. Lxiigi, an ex-officer i 
the French army, which professes to be a 
improvement on the Lebel. It is destine 
more p.'irticularly for volley firing,and has 
this advantage, that its magazine, whic 
may be constructed to hold from four t 
five cartridges, can be filled up at ono 
without the cartridges having to be inser 
ed one by one, as is the case with the Lebe 
rifle. A powerful spring worked by th 
trigger throws out each empty cartridg 
when fired, and simultaneously adjust 
another in its place. 


The front part of the barrel is separat 


from the remaining portion, aud afte 
each discharge is slid back so as to ope' 
the magazine for the ejection of the empt 
cartridge. It is then brought back int 
position locked, and the rifle is once mor 
ready loaded for firing. By a special sys 
tern of rifling the trajectory of the bulle 
has been reduced to almost a direct line 
while the carrying distance, with a gran 
of Rothweil or ordinary French gunpow 
der, is estimated at 4,500 meters.—Nev 
York Journal.

How Onyx Is Mined. 


Onyx is got out in as large blocks us it 


can be quarried. The quarrying has to be 
done with wedges and saws, as it cannot 
be blasted or dug out with safety. The 
grain and streaks are so delicate that u 
blast might spoil thousands of dollars' 
worth. One cave of onyx was ruined by 
the use of powder. The man who owned 
the cave started to get out the onyx by the 
slow process of saws and wedges. He got 
out several car loads, when the thought 
struck him that he could take all the onyx 
out of the cave at oue blast. So he put his 
men to work and drilled around the cave, 
arranging his blast so that he would have 
840,000 or $50,000 worth of onyx to be 
shipped ut once. 
Tho drill holes were 


charged and the blast was exploded. None 
of the onyx was fit for use except in 
mosaics and such work. There was not a 
sound bit four feet long in the cave. This 
taught the other onyx miners a lesson, 
and no shocks and blasts or detonations 
are allowed in the cave or in the neighbor- 
hood for fear that the onyx may be cracked 
or that some small cracks may be en- 


jjea.— New York Sun.

EXTRACTS FROM THE SPEECH OF 


THE VERMONT SENATOR. 


ON Saturday Mr. Webb, Thud 


Vice President of the New York Cen- 
tial Railroad, sent out lor publication 
;i letter in reply to Mr. Powderly's 
allegation that the strike on that rail- 
mad rxriirrcd as a result of the dis- 


c Uarge of certain employees because 
they belonged to the Knights of La- 
bor. 
Mr. Webb emphatically denies 


that the men were discharged for any 
such reason. 
His statement is that 


the fifty or sixty men, whose relations 
«ith the company have been severed, 
vi-re dismissed for drunkenness, inca- 
p.icily, breach of duty, insubordination 
and for lack of sufficient work to em- 
ploy them. Mr. Webb says : 


"It would be a moral, and proba- 


bly a criminal, neglect of duty for me 
to omit to discharge a switch tower- 
111.111 for drunkenness, when upon his 
sobriety and fidelity to duty depended 
the safety of the life and lirnb of some 
ol the millions of passengers transpor- 
ted annually by this company. l''or 
these discharges and to avert a threat- 
ened strike, 1 have been called on by 
Mr. 1'owderly and his associates to 
consent to the monstrous absurdity of 
satisfying, by some kind of arbitration 
or investigation, persons other than 
Hie duly constituted authorities of the 
company that these causes existed, a 
demand which as long as I occupy the 
position with which J am entrusted I 
fn I it to be my duty to firmly decline." 


To this statement Mr. Powderly on 


Saturday published a reply, the prin- 
cipal points of which are as follows : 


' 'Our Order is as much interested in 


the maintenance of discipline as you 
can possibly be. 
Granting that these 


vtry men were discharged for the rea- 
son you assign, in order to shield 
yourself you cnarge all alike with the 
pffi-nce of the worst among them. No 
just tribunal will sustain you in your 
position. 
All of these men .have the 


ritfht to know whether they were dis- 
charged for cause. The laborers have 
to ]>ay the bosses several dollars each 
month to win favor from the man on 
whose statement you lean when assert- 
ing that you have the right to dis- 
charge a man for any one of a dozen 
causes without telling him which one 
applied to him. For from five to 
twenty years the discharged men were 
in the employ of the company you 
represent, but it was only when they 
joined the Knights of Labor that you 
discovered they were drunkards, in- 
competents or inattentive to duty. 
Men whose words I have never had 
reason to doubt make the statement 
to me that they were called up befoje 
their foreman or superintendent, askec 
if they were Knights of Labor, an. 
when they frankly admitted that the 
were they were discharged." 


There is not likely to be a genera

ished from |484,85fl,707 to $375.086,800, 
and will increase those of the free list to 
fS05,<|!>4,537. No other government that 
relies upon revenue from imports for 
its support makes so large a share- 
nearly one-half—free to all the world. 
If the rate of duty covered the entire 
importations it would bo an average 
duty of 27 per cent. Making no large an 
amount exempt from duty it becomes

High as our customs duties may ap- 


pear 1o be they have not and will not 
shut out the foreign merchandise of na- 
tions where labor commands much less 
wages than it does in America, nor 
will they shut out the fact that our 
American people never obtained general 
merchandise at less cost. The ill nat- 
urcd denunciations poured ont upon 
manufacturers by our oratorical Free- 
trader indicate that they prefer the 
prosperity of the foreign manufacturer 
to that of their own countrymen; and 
they would compel the latter to manu- 
facture as cheaply as any foreigner, pay 
no higher wages or abandon their busi- 
ness. The real purpose is finally to 
break down and degrade the present 
scale of wages of the American work- 
ingman throughout the United States.

Tho Whole Question Clearly Eiplalned 


In a Nutshell. 


The disadvantages 
against 
which 


American vessels in the foreign trade 
have to contend are fourfold. 


First—Liberal postal and naval sub- 


sidies and building and sailing bounties 
paid by the chief snipping nations. 


Second—Lower wages to mechanics 


in foreign shipyards, machine shops and 
dry docks, and lower wages to officers 
and seamen, and lower cost of mainte- 
nance on shipboard. 


Third—Hostile discrimination of Brit- 


ish Lloyds in respect to inspection and 
classification, and of English under- 
writers in regard to the insurance oi 
cargoes in American built ships, com- 
pelling vessels under our flag to wait 
longest for charters and to receive al- 
ways the lowest rates of freight. 


Fourth—Competition of the severest 


kind with ull the shipping of the world, 
in consequence of the free shipping policy 
of our own government since 1828 [though 
this policy was adopted in 1828 its opera- 
tion was confined to the smaller mari- 
time powers until 1850. The extension 
of the provision of this act to Great Brit- 
ain at tho commencement of that year 
is the cause of our loss of maritime posi- 
tion], and no attention given by con- 
gress nor any action taken to secure 
equal footing and fair play to our ship- 
ping under the unequal and destructive 
competition which it has invited, and 
which has subordinated our shipping 
service to the will and caprice of our 
rivals and enemies, driven our people 
and our flag from the high seas and 
crippled our right arm of national de- 
fense.

Mr. Edwin Mclntyro, of Warren, work* 
out hi* tax te a little out of the common 
course.

purchased by those who can afford to 
pay the price, but any man who goes 
into an establishment dealing in thes 
articles today is struck forcibly with tw 
facts: First, the superiority of the goods 
thoir delicacy of texture, their beauty c 
form, their fineness of finish and the 
excellence of 
decoration, comporin 


most favorably with those produce 
abroad; and second, he is surprised a 
the very low price that is asked for thes 
goods.—Extract from Speech of Senato 
Manderson.

There has been a glut of misinforma- 


tion disseminated concerning the cause 
of low prices of fanners' products in the 
United States, concealing the ract that 
prices are depressed throughout the 
world, and some robust Free-trade par- 
tisans have been reckless enough to 
charge it to a Protective tariff, with tho 
vain hope of concealing the obvious re- 
sult of Free-trade, or of a revenue tariff, 
which could not fail to sink the prices of 
agricultural products to a lower deep, as 
the bitter experience of British farmers 
abundantly proves. The only possible 
remedy within reach of the American 
farmer is positive Protection against 
foreign competition, and such encour- 
agement to other avocations as will in- 
crease the consumers of their products. 
In England the opinion of those compe- 
tent to judge is that one-half to two- 
thirds of tho lands under cultivation are 
heavily mortgaged. 


Farm labor, except in the time of 


harvesting, receives the lowest wages of 
any kind of labor in Europe, where they 
bring out even the women and children 
to bronze their faces aad legs in the heat 
of the summer sun, and their lands, 
descending from feudal times, are often 
lield in large estates. There is no doubt 
that the value has been diminishing, and 
that much of the landed estates is encum- 
bered by mortgages. Lord Salisbury ho? 
said moro than once that the condition of 
the farmers in Oreat Britain is "de- 
;>lorable," and while the friends of Pro- 
tection there and of "Free-trade" are as- 
serting that it is Free-trade which has 
overwhelmed them with ruin. 


The London Financial Times, referring 


to the rejiort of the royal commission on 
the state of British agriculture, says: 


"On every page there was proof from 


all classes of witnesses connected with the 
cultivation of the land of falling rents, 
of the npidly diminishing produce raised 
on English farms, and an enormous 
icreago for which no tenants could be 
bund on any terms, and which was 
either taken into the landlord's hands or 
ihrown ont of cultivation altogether.

An Hydrophobia Preventive.

an unfailing specific for hydrophobia. In 
his younger days, when he was wont to 
roam over the hills of Coweta in quest of 
deer and other game which abounded in 
our forests at that time, rattlesnakes were 
very numerous, and it was no uncommon 
occurrence for hunting dogs to be bitten 
by them. The remedy in such cases was a 
strong solution of alum (which was al- 
ways carried along for such emergencies), 
with which the dog would be drenched as 
soon as bitten.

A New 1'liarolleht. 


An Italian journal describes a new 


pharolight, which is said to bo as powerful 
as the electric light, and the efficiency ol 
which is not impaired by fog, as is the case 
with the latter. A clockwork arrange- 
ment pours every thirty seconds ten centi- 
grams of powdered magnesium into the 
flame of .'i round wick lamp, producing an 
extremely brilliant flash of light. The 
weight of the apparatus being only about 
six and a half pounds, it can readily be 
used for signaling purposes at sea.—New 
Orleans Picayuua. 


Tli« Acrophor. 


In weaving sheds u humid atmosphere Is 


of equal importance, otherwise there is a 
continual breaking of threads and other 
prejudicial occurrences. 
The necessary 


diffusion of moisture lias hitherto been se- 
cured at tho expense of the comfort, and 
even the health of the factory hands, by 
the projection of steam into the atmos- 
phere and by dampening the floors with 
water. In either case damage is caused to 
the machinery and buildings, while an un- 
healthy atmosphere is created in which 
the operatives are obliged to work. In or- 
der to obviate all this the aerophor has 
been invented by a German engineer, and 
is largely in use in Germany. The aerophor 
is an apparatus for distributing moisture 
In the form of a very fine water cloud, 
which may be either cold or warm. The 
apparatus, which is not large, contains no 
movable parts, and a single pressure pump 
can work any number of aerophors. 


The contrivance, which is fixed just un- 


der the ceiling at given points, consists of 
two separate nozzles, one for propelling the 
air by creating an induced current, and 
the other for moistening it. A jet of water 
under pressure is projected through a hori- 
zontal nozzle into a casing in which there 
is a vertical nozzle. The jet from the hori- 
zontal nozzle causes the induced current 
of air to act upon the water entering the 
cosing at its upper port through the verti- 
cal nozzle. The water is passed into the 
atmosphere in the form of a fine diffusive 
cloud, tho large d rope of water being caught 
and retained by the apparatus. The aero- 
phor will only project into the atmosphere 
such particles of water as are capable ol 
being absorbed immediately, so that dam- 
age to the machinery or fabric is impossible. 
In the same way, the atmosphere not being 
super-saturated, there is no injury to 
health.—London Times. 


Kilucate the GirlB. 


"Educate the girls," says an exchange, 


"and the boys will soon be there." They 
will, indeed, if the girls are tolerably good 
looking. And they won't wait until the 
course of instruction is fully completed 
either. I have known a young man to get 
more than half through his courting be- 
fore he thought to ask his girl whether she 
had any education or not. So it won't do 
to depend too much on such maxims as the 
above; they are apt to mislead. Should 
the father of an attractive daughter defer 
her education, thinking that the boys 
would keep away in consequence, ho would 
find that he had made a mistake. They 
will come just as readily as they would 
were she a whole female seminary of learn- 
ing. 


Then, on the other hand, if yon push the 


education of a homely, disagreeable girl 
with the utmost diligence, will the boys 
"be there?" Not much they won't. They 
will go around the corner and sit up with 
the pretty girl who never saw the inside of 
a school house in her life. This is perhaps 
wrong, but it is the way the world goes 
with the young and thoughtless.

Did he examine her in arithmetic, English 
grammar, logic, geography and the use of 
the globes? Of course he didn't. He 
didn't care a cent whether she knew beans 
or not. Shewasn'teducated, and yet Adam 
was there, Eli. Education is a very good 
thing for girls to have, but you can't bank 
on it altogether in winning husbands —

Coughing and 


Nurses have to deal with many cases in 


which the effort and muscular contraction 
caused by the exertions of sneezing, cough- 
ing and hiccoughing are very weakening 
and trying to be patient. Sneezing is pro- 
duced by both external and internal causes. 
Externally, by particles of irritating dust in 


the atr ana sometimes "by sunHg'htr, or in- 
tense color; internally, by disordered ner- 
vous conditions, and it is commonly asso- 
ciated with whooping cough, asthma and 
gout. Pressure upon the fifth nerve will 
often temporarily prevent sneezing—as 
pinching the upper lip under the nose. The 
application of mustard to the back of thu 
nock will often relieve it; and iu violent 
cases an emetic has been used with good 
results. 


Coughing may be relieved in a variety of 


ways—and, again, every attempt may avail 
nothing; but the nurse should pay especial 
attention to the posture of the person, aud 
learn that position which ino&t removes 
the tendency to frequent coughing. Again, 
coughing may bo induced' by a tickling 
sensation in the throat, which some very 
simple soothing mixture or drink may re- 
lieve, as slippery elm tea, Irish moss, licor- 
ice, etc. Then, too, many persons cougl 
from hubit. Many times u little exercise 
of will would postpone the effort.—Pitts 
burg Dispatch. 


Tanned liuraun Skin.

that the amount of impurity washed down 
from the uir by the rain depends more on 
the number of showers than on the total 
rainfall. Au acre of land ut Lincoln re- 
ceives annually (in 28.9 inches of ruin) 
about 175 pounds of dissolved matter, in- 
cluding 00.5 pounds of 
chloriue, 15 


pounds of sulphuric anhydride, aud a little 
more than 2 pounds of nitrogen. Near- 
ness to the sea explains the high propor- 
tion of chlorine.—ArLunsmv Traveler.
